EEPOET  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOAED. 


At  the  annual  meeting  held  March  3,  Mr.  Eddy  W.  Stevens 
was  elected  moderator.  Mr.  Fred  A.  French  was  elected 
clerk.  Mrs.  Fannie  L.  Shepard  was  reelected  member  of  the 
school  hoard  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  Miss  Mary  E.  Man- 
ning was  elected  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  school  board  met  following  the  annual  district  meet- 
ing and  organized  as  follows:  Chairman  and  clerk,  Mr. 
Arthur  W.  Davis;  purchasing  agent,  Mrs.  Ella  D.  Walch. 
The  districts  were  divided  for  special  supervision  as  follows: 
Nos.  1,  2,  and  5  to  Mrs.  Shepard;  3,  4,  and  11  to  Mr.  Davis: 
8,  9,  and  10  to  Mrs.  Walch. 

At  the  annual  district  meeting  it  was  voted  to  authorize 
the  school  board  to  unite  with  one  or  more  town  districts  to 
form  a  supervisory  district  for  the  purpose  of  employing  a 
superintendent  of  the  public  schools.  We  expected  to  unite 
with  the  towns  of  Pembroke  and  Hooksett,  but  Epsom  un- 
expectedly voted  for  supervision  and  asked  to  be  taken  in, 
with  the  result  that  we  were  left  out. 

We  have  continued  in  the  matter  of  supervision  to  the  best 
of  our  ability,  but  feel  there  is  great  need  of  an  experienced, 
educator  at  the  head  of  our  schools  to  advise  and  guide  our 
corps  of  teachers. 

It  has  been  voted  not  to  admit  children  to  the  public 
schools  until  the  spring  term  nearest  their  sixth  birthday. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  we  quote  from  the  state 
superintendent's  report,  which  says: 

"It  has  been  well  understood,  both  by  wise  laymen  and 
by  scientists,  that  most  children  ought  not  to  attempt  the 
formal  work  of  the  schoolroom  before  the  age  of  seven  or 
eight.     Hundreds  are  placed  in  school  at  five,  or  even  less, 
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Result,  thirty-two  percent  not  promoted  and  nine  percent 
retained  in  the  grade  two  years." 

We  would  once  more  call  to  the  attention  of  the  public 
the  large  number  of  tardy  marks,  and  earnestly  urge  our 
people  to  try  and  overcome  the  same. 

Nearly  all  of  our  schools  need  painting  inside,  whitewash- 
ing, and  papering. 

The  seemingly  large  amount  expended  for  repairs  on  No. 
5  was  caused  by  the  settling  of  the  foundation,  thereby  neces- 
sitating the  relaying  of  nearly  the  entire  south  wall  and  a 
part  of  the  west.
